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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Heporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-Y/ide  organization  which  is  entrusted  ivith  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture,     'Zhe  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  che  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     ^Ihe  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  sujnmary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  iniormation  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  comjnercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  ajid  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  ea.ch  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  consideraole  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
scries  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  Y,  Strand 
State-wide  'York  Projects  Admini stracion  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  comple'Ged  on  Official 
Project  65~l-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration,    Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  official 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws# 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistic 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGPJCULTUPJIL  STATISTICS  -  HANCOCK  COIMTY 

Hancock  County  was  established  in  1851  from  territory  for.nerly  embraced  in 
old  Fayette  County,     In  1853  it  was  attached  to  Boone  County  for  judicia.1  and 
administrative  purposes.     It  was  named  for  John  Hancock,  President  of  the  Conti- 
nental Congress. 

On  Septemb'^r  9,  1854,  Anson  Avery  made  a  claim  at  Upper  Grove  and  George 
Kelson  soon  located  near  him.     Other  settlers  came  the  next  year  and  a.  settle~ 
ment  was  also  established  in  a  grove  on  Lime  Creek  near  Ellington,  Crystal 
Lake's  first  settlers  caiiie  in  1865. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  by  the  election  of  its  officers  in  June, 
1858,  and  the  county  business  was  transacted  at  Sllington,    On  the  fourth  of 
IJovember,  1865,  two  commissioners  were  appointed  to  select  a  site  for  the  county- 
seat.     They  located  it  where  the  village  of  Concord  was  later  platted.     The  land 
was  donated  to  the  county  by  Thomas  Seymour  and  in  1868  a  brick  court  house  was 
built.    However,  in  1869,   the  Milwaiikee  Railroad  was  built  througii  the  county 
running  a  mile  north  of  Concord,  where,  in  July,  1870,  John  Mabin  laid  out  a  town 
and  named  it  Gamer,  this  place  later  became  the  county-seat,  l/ 

One  of  the  most  famous  hoaxes  in  State  history  was  perpetrated  in  Hancock 
County,     "Bailey  of  Britt",  editor  of  the  town  paper,  armounced  in  the  spring  of 
1900  that  a  hobo  convention  would  be  held  in  Britt,     Reporters  from  many  parts  of 
the  country''  came  to  tne  town  and  helped  the  hoax  along,  so  that  actually  hundreds 
of  hoboes  came.     The  convention  becajne  a  fixed  event  and,  although  the  attendance 
has  dwindled,  each  year  a  "King  of  the  Hoboes"  is  crowned. 

Britt  was  the  hoaie  of  John  Hammill  (1875-1936)  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Iowa 
for  tY/o  terms  (1921-1925)  and  Governor  for  three  terms  (1925-1931),  2/ 

Area 

Hancock  County  is  24  miles  square,  having  an  area  of  570  square  miles  3/, 
or  364,800  acres.     Of  this  number,  353,263  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands.""4/ 
There  are  16  toTOships  in  the  county,  all  coinciding  with  the  Congressional  town- 
ships.    It  ranks  thirty- third  in  point  of  size  in  zhe  State,  sharing  this  place 
with  Cedar,  Hamilton  and  VJarren  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Hancock  County  have  been  grouped  into  three  classes  according 
to  their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  terrace,  swamp  and  bottom-land 
soils.     The  drift  soils  cover  77,1  iJercent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Webster  loams — 33,8  percent.  Clarion  loams — 36.4  percent,  Dickinson  fine  sandy

loam— 1,2  percent,  and  Pierce  loam — 0.7  percent.     The  terrace  soils  are  divided 
into  Fargo  silty  clay  loam — 5.9  percent,  O'Neill  loam — 3.4  percent,  Sioux  loam — 
2.7  percent,  Waukesha  loam — 1.2  percent,  and  iBenoit  loams — 1.3  percent.  The 
sT/amp  and  bottom-land  soils  are  divided  into  Lamoure  silty  clay  loam — 3.0  percent, 
YJahash  loams — 0.5  percent,  peat^ — 2.7  percent,  and  muck — 2.2  percent.  5/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  this  county  ranges  from  nearly  level  or  depressed  to  rolling 
or  moderately  hilly.     Most  of  the  hroad,  uneven  ridges  and  low  knolls  do  not  rise 
more  than  40  feet  above  the  depressions.     A  rough  area  of  the  glacial  moraine  oc- 
curs in  the  north  half  of  the  county,  extending  from  the  Cerro  Gordo—Hancock 
County  line  westward  to  a  north-south  line  through  Britt  and  Kanawha.  Southwest 
of  Britt,  and  west  of  Kanawha,  the  land  consists  largely  of  wide  dei^ressions  sep- 
arated by  low  divides,  and  a  few  slight  swells.     The  part  of  the  county  lying 
north  of  Britt  and  Garner  has  a  somewhat  greater  elevation  and  the  general  slope 
is  to  the  south.     In  the  northeastern  part  of  the  county  the  sloTJe  is  to  the  east. 

The  drainage  channels,  especially  at  their  sources,  are  not  the  result  of 
erosion,  but  are  merely  low  areas  where  the  drainage  waters  have  made  ipassage- 
ways  to  the  more  rapid-flowing  waterways,     'The  larger  streams  have  definite 
channels,  but  the  flow  is  slow  and  sluggish  and  the  erosion  slight.     The  drainage 
is  accomplished  by  the  East  Branch  Iowa  River  and  the  '.Vest  Branch  lo'^a  Eiver 
which  drain  about  60  percent  of  the  county.     The  four  branches  of  the  Boone  iiiver 
drain  the  southwestern  part  of  the  county.     The  north v/e stern  area  is  drained 
by  Lindner,  Plum  and  Buffalo  creeks,  6/ 

Climate 

The  temperature  in  Hancock  County  has  averaged  45.2  degrees  for  10  years 
(1930-1939  incl.).     7^    The  annual  average  precipitation  for  54  years  (1876- 
1930)  was  26,14  inches,  and  the  growing  season  was  144  days  between  the  killing 
frost  dates  of  May  10  and  October  1,  recorded  over  a  34-year  period  (1895-1930).^ 

Population 

The  early  population  growth  of  Hancock  County  was  quite  slow.     There  v/ere 
only  1,000  inhabitants  when  the  railroad  came  to  the  county  in  1869-1870,  but 
from  that  time  there  has  been  a  steady  growth.     It  has  a  population  density  of 
26  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.

Cooperatives 


In  1937  there  were  18  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county- 
7  elevators,  6  creameries,  2  livestock  enterprises,  2  petroleum  plants  and  1 
produce  establishment. 


As  a  whole,   they  had  2,830  members,  of  which  2,507  were  active,  and  6,455 
persons  did  business  with  18  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  business 
volume  of  $2,068,593  and  the  purchasing  cooperacives  transacted  $4o6,799  worth 
of  business. 


Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  mem^bers  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  micmbers  and  patrons.  14/ 


Fruit 


Apriles  reached  their  peak  both  in  the  number  of  trees  and  production  in 
1909;   that  year  31,640  trees  producing  24,678  bushels  y/ere  reported.     The  largest 
number  of  v>lvm  trees — 8,642 — Y/ere  also  reioorted  in  1909,  but  the  greatest  pro- 
duction of  plums  was  in  1934  when  906  bushels  were  re  lorted.     Peaches  and  cher- 
ries were  unimportant  both  as  to  peak  production  of  5,343  pounds  in  1934-,  15/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdovvn  for  corn  acreat^e  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  com,   (2)  com  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  end.  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
wnich  included  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summar- 
tions  of  individual  farm  productions  shorn  as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage 
not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked* 

In  1934-  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  com  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  'This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  ps  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  toTOships.     The  tcmship  yields 
for  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shoTO  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husiced  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  coionty. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and.  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assuir.ed 
to  be  eaual  in  all  utilizations.     'The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  figures  for  I936,  1937,  I938  and  I939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearlj'-  accurate  than  those  in  Table  21  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  cf  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures,
